STOWAWAY WHO RECEIVED SEVERE NJURIES ON THE HIGH

SEAS-LE-FT HIM TO SUFFER FO.R FOUli HOURS AND THEN

THREW HIM OVERBOARD.

When a Japanese stowaway on board
tho ship Atlas injured himself by
a fall and lay groaning in the vessel's
hold, the order of tho boatswain, also
a Japanese, was to "throw him over-
board," according to the testimony of
witnesses before United States Commis-
sioner Mallng this morning. Tho In-

jured man was found groaning with
pain at about eight o'clock on the
ovening of July 11. At ten minutes
past midnight ho was thrown Into the
sea. Whether ho was alive or dead is
what District Attorney ,Breckons Is
seeking to llnd out. His effects in-

cluding, according to one report, about
$300 in cash, disappeared.

Tho facts wero brought out tills
morning In a proceeding against Cap-
tain Amberman, masterof tho ship,
though tho captain is in - no way
mixed up In tho cruel treatment of the
deceased Jap.
